Dike Around City 
Sewage Treatment 
Plant Is Proposed 


Agents of the U. S. Corps of 
Engineers proposed to the West 
Liberty city council at a special 
meeting Wednesday night that 
the city’s sewage treatment 
i plant be protected from floori¬ 
ng by Cave Run Reservoir’s 
flood stage pool with an earth- 
ern dike, and t>hcy sought a con¬ 
tract from the city to permit 
j the Corps of Engineers to build 
such a dike around the treat¬ 
ment plant. 

The treatment plant is built 
at an elevation of 750 above sea 
level and the corps of engineers 
propose building a dike to a 
height of 772, which would be 
j seven feet above flood stage of 
j 765. The corps would need ad¬ 
ditional land on which to build 
part of the protective dike, and 
the corps would acquire this 
land. Also a drying bed at the 
piant would need to be moved 
and pumps installed to pump 
sewage from the plant’s lower 
level when a flood surrounds 
the plant. The corps would pro- 
! vide the engineering and con¬ 
struction costs for these, but 
their maintenance would be tihe 
responsibility of the city. 

The council took the matter 
under advisement. 


Morgan County is in the midst 
of a severe flu epidemic Local 
doctors report they are treating 
as many as 35 new flu c^sps n 
day. And the epidemic shows no 
sign of abating. 

Dr. Alee Spencer estimated 
Wednesday that he had been 
treating 20 to 30 new flu cases 
a day for the past two weeks. 
And Dr. George Bellamy said he 
has treated as many as 35 new 
cases in one day. 

Dr. M. L. Peyton could not 
be reached yesterday, but it is 
known that he, too, has been 
swamped with flu victims. 

According to Dr. Bellamy and 
Dr. Spencer, flu cases become 
noticeably more numerous a- 
lound mid-January. Since then, 
they say, the malody has grown 
steadily more rampant, and 
shows no sign of subsiding. 

Many businesses report work 
ers off with flu. And some school 
officials report that absences 
have increased to two or three 
times the normal weekly aver¬ 
age during the past two weeks. 

The malady is marked by 
high fever, severe coughing, 
bodily aches, and in some cases 
vomiting, and is hitting young 
and old alike with equal sever¬ 
ity, doctors report. 

Treatment for severe cases 
involves five or six days of bed 
lest.

One of 10 candidates for the 
Dairy Princess title, Miss Mur¬ 
phy, a sophomore physical edu¬ 
cation major at Morehead State 
University, represented District 
1 10 of the American Dairy Asso 
, ciation of Kentucky, which in¬ 
cludes Morgan, Wolfe, and El¬ 
liott Counties. 

She is a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Rex Murphy, who operate 
a Grade A dairy farm at Ezel, 
and is a graduate of Ezel High 
School. 

Picked as Kentucky’s 1970 
Dairy Princess by judges was 
Miss Melinda Snider of Franklin, 
a sophomore English major at 
Western Kentucky University, 
whose parents, Mr. and Mrs 
1 James D. Snider, operate a 
1 dairy farm near Franklin.

E. K. Newell, Jr., Louisville, 
manager of the organization, re¬ 
ported that 22,000 Kentucky dai¬ 
ry farmers last year paid nearly 
$750,000 for use in promoting 
and advertising their product 
The fund is derived from a 4- 
cent a hundredweight deduc¬ 
tion from fluid milk sales and 
3 cents a hundred from milk 
used in manufactured dairy pro¬ 
ducts. 

The Kentucky association re¬ 
tains one-third of the fund for 
local promotions and advertising 
and the remainder goes into a 
national fund which totals a- 
bout $15 million, Newell said. 

H. H. Barlow', Jr., Cave City, 
president of the ADA of Ken¬ 
tucky, told the meeting that 
last year’s activities by the as¬ 
sociation proves conclusively 
that it pays to advertise. 

With sufficient funds avail¬ 
able, he said milk sales increas¬ 
ed every month of 1969 and 
sharply cut into the sales of 
imitation milk products. 

Barlow', Charles D. Bennett, 
Hardinsburg, and New r ell were 
all re-elected to their present 
posts.

MURDER—Burley Industry Being Murdered

Murder in a terrible crime. 

But it may be happening to 
the burley tobacco industry, 
and the prosecution won’t be 
able to turn up an indictment, 
a fair trial or even a post 
mortem examination. 


eluding the American Cen- 
cer Society and the Heart As¬ 
sociation. 

Fear is a powerful emotion. 
Most senior victims of the 
generation gap well remem¬ 
ber Orson Welles’ simulated 
“invasion from Mars” radio 
program of October 1938 that 
prompted a national panic. 

More recently, cranberry 
growers recall with chagrin 
the pesticide scare — again, 
cancer was the key word — 
that wiped out profits the 
length of the Eastern Sea¬ 
board before Thanksgiving 
one year. 

A massive radio and tele¬ 
vision campaign has scared 
American about the relation¬ 
ship of smoking and cancer. 
And thiis had led to the anti- 
smdking faction’s contention 
that the government should 
not continue to warn of smok¬ 
ing hazards (in the Surgeon 
General’s Report of 1964) on 
one hand but condone a price 
support program for tobacco 
on the other. 

STATISTICAL INFERENCE 

As Congressional hearings 
replete with expert testimony 
have shown, the only rela¬ 
tionship between smoking and 
cancer at the present time is 
a statsitical inference. 

And, there are many other 
factors involved in determin¬ 
ing what causes cancer. Al¬ 
though studies note that a 
pack-a-day smokeT in Nebras¬ 
ka is safer than a nonsmoker 
who breathes the polluted air 
of Pittsburg, the anti-smoking 
commercials state flatly: Cig¬ 
arettes are killers. 

The campaign has resulted 
ip a drop in the sale of cig¬ 
arettes. To the burley farmer, 
it means that “arvtismoking 
may be hazardous to your ec¬ 
onomic health.” 

The cigarette manufactur¬ 
ers are talking the campaign 
that casts them as the vil- 
liana in a morality (health) 


play seriously — they are di- 
versfying their holdings, 
mainly in the food business, 
to move all the eggs from one 
basket if a crash comes. 

Burley experts at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky have 
emphasized that if any fac¬ 
tor in the plant can be isolat¬ 
ed as a carcinogenic one, they 
will develop a burley variety 
tliat does not contain that 
faetor. 

More research is needed on 
the health implications of In¬ 
secticides and heavy fertiliza¬ 
tion of tobacco, the process¬ 
ing and additives that manu¬ 
facturers use and the paper 
in w’hich cigarettes aire wrap¬ 
ped. 

In conclusion, burley men 
believe that their products 
has become a convenient 
scapegoat for a lack of pro¬ 
gress in finding a cancer cure. 

Thus, the case is consider- 


It appears that the burley 
tobacco industry’s chances for 
survival depend on steps tak¬ 
en in the near future by the 
industry itself. 

All is not gloom. Meetings 
aine being held this month— 
closed to the general public 
—in an attempt to create a 
dialougue and chart a battle 
plan for burley growers. 

A lawsuit has been filed in 
an attempt to force the anti¬ 
smoking faction to adhere to 
the same standards of truth 
imposed on other advertisers 
who use the airwave. 

What will come out of it 
all remains to be seen. The

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Having a 

lew “stands” of bees in to * *j 
yard or orchard, says UK Ex¬ 
tension Specialist in Horticul 
ture Robert L. Shepherd, is like 
having money in the bank. 
.There’s always a ready market 
with good prices for honey and 
besides, bees are most import¬ 
ant in the production of fruits 
and vegetables. Without the 
pollinating services supplied by 
Apis mellifora, fewer apples 
would swing from trees in apple 
orchards and many less beans 
hang from vines in the garden. 
As a matter of fact, scientists 

have said that without bees, 

more than 10,000 plants bene¬ 

ficial in some way to man would 
become extinct. 

Beekeeping, according to 
Shepherd who is also president 
of the Kentucky Beekeepers 
Association, is of a most ancient 
lineage and widespread culture. 
Since before the beginnings of 
history, Apis mellifera (Apis, 
bee: melli. honey; ferre, to 
bear) lias been kept in some 

sort cf a hive and is an insect 
whose symbiosis with man has 
been longest and closest. 

It is said that on the walls 
of a prehistoric cave in Spain, 
there is a fifteen thousand- 
year-old picture of a Stone Age 
man robbing a bee hive of its 
golden store. Then honey is 
mentioned many times in the 
Scriptures and in a royal Egpy- 
tian tomb—darkened and thick 
ened by time, but pure honey 
still — a supply was locate 1 
which was 3,300 years old. 

Apiculture is both a science 
rnd an art, and down through 
the ages, no other subject has 
been so thoroughly studied and 
researched. Yet eouriously 
enough, no more than two cen¬ 
turies ago it was a common be 
lief that bees were produced by 
spontaneous generation from 
the decaying carcasses of de- 
tunct mammals. 

This belief more than likely 
stemmed from the biblical story 
of Sampson who, according to 
Lie 14th chapter of Judges, 
found bees and honey in the 
“carcase of a lion.”

TV’S ANSWER SUIT TO CHECK 
ANTI-SMOKING COMMERCIALS 


Successor to “The* Licking Valley Scorcher,” Established 1882, West Liberty, Ky. 
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The State Still Needs Hazelwood 
Tuberculosis Hospital 


(THE COURIER JOURNAL) 

TIIE SENATE appropriations and revenue 
committee opened hearings in Frankfort Mon¬ 
day on the so-called “Democratic budget", 
hastily assembled and as hastily passed by the 
House last week. It should listen with particu¬ 
lar care to the figures and facts assembled 
for it by a group of physicians speaking for 
Hazelwood Tuberculosis Hospital. 

Because of changing methods of care, tuber¬ 
culosis no longer presents the custodial prob¬ 
lems it once did. Drugs, surgery and out¬ 
patient treatment shorten hospital stays and 
render the regional concept of care outmoded. 
But Kentucky still has six regional hospitals 
and discussions as to the usefulness of all of 
them have been going on for some years. 

The House in its effort to find new monw 
in a tight budget, leapfrogged over the discus¬ 
sions which arc still continuing, and arbi¬ 
trarily cut off the appropriation for Hazel¬ 
wood Sanatorium which is in Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty but senes an eight-county area with around 
800.000 inhabitants. 

Hazelwood, moreover, does all the surgery 
for the six hospitals. It is affiliated with the 
University of Louisville and the University 
of Kentucky. Whatever its fate may be a dec¬ 
ade from now. when there may be room for 


its patients in a new General Hospital here, 
at the moment it is a useful and needed in¬ 
stitution. Indeed, authorities believe that, if 
two hospitals can suffice for the state’s tuber¬ 
culosis case load, those to be kept should bo 
Hazelwood and the one at Paris, which also 
is affiliated with the University of Kentucky. 

But the Kentucky House Democrats cut 
Hazelwood abruptly out of the program and 
propose turning the entire plant over to the 
Division of Mental Health for housing mental 
retardates. 

Badly as Kentucky needs other facilities 
for its retarded children, this is no way to 
acquire them. The House effected a paper sav¬ 
ing of $250,000 by lopping Hazelwood's budget. 
It provided no other money to take care of 
its patient load and did not appropriate a sum 
for converting Hazelwood into an institution 
for the retarded. The cost of remodeling is 
estimated at about $1,250,000. The cost of re¬ 
housing Hazelwood patients and providing sur¬ 
gical lacilities for them elsewhere is esti¬ 
mated at $750 000. So. in order to utilize a 
saving of $250,000 the state will have to find 
two million dollars. 

We nope the Senate will consider these fig¬ 
ures and the relative value of the “saving” 
that has been effected.

SENATE VOTES 
INTEREST CEILING

Lexington, Ky. Feb. 9 — 
Attorneys for the three ma¬ 
jor television networks yester¬ 
day filed in U. S. District 
Court answers to a lawsuit 
brought by burley tobacco 
growers to enjoin the networks 
from telecasting anti-smoiking 
advertisements not based on 
•cientific facts. 

They claimed that they had 
telecast public service cigaret¬ 
te-health announcements as 
required by the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission but 
denied any knowledge as to 
the effect of such commer¬ 
cials on the tobacco market. 

The Columbia Broadcasting 
System denied that any of the 
five stations it owns had 
broadcast such advertisements 
ir, to Kentucky. 

Similar denials were made 
by the American Broadcast¬ 
ing Co. and the National 
Broadcasting Co. relating to 
the stations they own. All 
three asserted that the bur- 
ley growers’ complaint failed 
to state a claim upon which 
relief could be granted. 

They were also unanimous 
in maintaining that if the 
injunctive relief were granted 
it would violate the rights of 
the corporations under the 
First and 14 th amendments 
to the U. S. Constitution and 
sections 1 (4) and 8 of the 
Kentucky’s Constitution’s Bill 
of Rights 

The attorneys pointed to 
rulings of the FCC in regard 
to the presentation of anti¬ 
smoking advertisements.

These rulings were strength¬ 
ened by the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision in Ban/hal vs. 
FCC which affirmed the com¬ 
mission’s ruling, “holding that, 
because of the danger to heal¬ 
th, the FCC was authorized to 
determine that the public in¬ 
terest required the broadcast 
of cigarette-health announce¬ 
ments.” 

They also maintained that 
various health organizations 
and governmental agencies 
concerned with the effect of 
cigarette smoking upon the 
life and health of the cigarette 
smoker produced and made 
available to television broad¬ 
casters “the viewpoint which 
the FCC’s order requires all 
television licensees that broad¬ 
cast cigarette commercials to 
present.” 

The networks also concurr¬ 
ed in maintaining that the 
U. S. Court for the Eastern 
District of Kentucky was with¬ 
out jurisdiction in the action 
bnd that the court lacked 
personal jurisdiction over the 
defendants. 

They asserted that the anti¬ 
cigarette commercials were 
broadcast in compliance with 
rights, privileges and obliga¬ 
tions granted or imposed by 
law and thus aire immune 
from liability for such tele¬ 
casts.
